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Ottawa.... The appointment to the 
cabinet of three French speaking Can- 
adians, A. Fournier, Ernest Bertrand 
and General L. R. Fleche, has not only 
given Quebec its normal proportion of 
goverment portfolios but also has un- 
questionably strengthened the admin- 
istration. Two of these new ministers 
have already made names for them- 


selves in the ‘House for courage and 
ability in debate and for thei: devotion 
to duty and to the supreme task now 
facing this country and the free world. 
The other, General LaFleche, has not 
been a member of parliament but has 
served in various posts in the govern- 
ment service with credit and distince- 
tion to himself and benelit to his coun- 
try. He is a veteran of the last great 
war who was wounded almost fatally 
on the field of battle and who was dec- 
orated with the Legion of Honor and 
the D.S. O. He has of late been As- 
sociate Deputy Minister of National 
War Services,the department of which 
he now becomes head, and has per- 
formed very efficiently the difficult 
duty of calling out the different clas- 
ses for military training. This partic- 
ular work of the department is being 
transferred to national selective ser: 
vice in the labor department, but as 
Prime Minister King has pointed outa 
major part of General LaF le: he’s duty 
will be to move around among the 
people, a task for which he has “spee 
ial gifts”. General LaF leche holds the 
firm conviction that all elements o? 
Canadain life can work in unity and 
make any sacrifice in the great cause 
of liberty if the necessity for sacrifice 
is made perfectly clear. He has al- 
ready done much to drive home the 
present dire necessity for complete 
consecration to the cause of freedom, 
but now he will have an opportunity 
to do more. 


THE MEETING OF 
CONSERVATIVES 

The Conservatives convention on 
leadership and policy will be held at 
Winnipeg December 9 to 11. This was 
arranged at the convention commit- 
tee’s meeting held recently at the cap- 
ital. This important convention will 
chart future aims of the party and will 
be attended by past and present lead- 
ers, Arthur Meighen, R. B. Hanson and 
R. J. Manion. Itis probable however 
that Lord Bennett, who addressed the 
committee at Ottawa will have return- 
ed to Britain before the convention is 
held. A point which there is a diver- 
gence of opinion is whether Arthur 
Meighen whose brilliance and ability 
have been checkmated for the present 
at least by personal defeat at the polls 
will continue as leader. There is no- 
thing to show what he intends to do. 
He seems to be keeping his own coun- 
selon that. A feature of the meeting 
at Winnipeg will be the attendance of 
voting delegates-at-large who haven’t 
necessarily had any association with 
the Conservative party but who are 
“ready to unite for the utmost vigor in 
the prosecution of the war.” They 
have been invited. 
PRICE CONTROL AND BEEF 

There has been a kind of comprom- 
ise arrangement between the Price 
board and the farmers over the long 
disputed subject of beef. The plain 
truth has been that beef has not been 
coming to the domestic markets in ad- 
equate volume. Nowaruling of the 
price ceiling agrees to an upward re- 
vision of beef prices. Wholesale car- 
cass prices rise $1.50 a hundredweight

for the period ending November 380th. 
Seasonal increases will start in Dec- 
ember and continue ona graduated 
scale until June next year. The board 
makes it clear (1) that the June 1943 
figure will become the definite ceiling; 
(2) cattle prices for the present won't 
be subject to actual ceilings, but if 
prices get unduly high a ceiling will be 
imposed and the Wartime Food Corp- 
oration will through purchases if nec- 
essary keep prices from becoming de- 
pressed: (3) there is no intention of 
letting prices climb to the Uuited Sta 
tes levels; (4) retail prices will be 
more strictly controlled. Rationing is 
being studied carefully and will be im- 
posed if beef shortages “appear more 
than merely temporary”. 
THE HOUSING SHORTAGE 

The acute shortage of places to live 
in war centres has finally resulted in 
the appointing of an administrator ol 
real property. The new official, Rus- 
sel Smart is known to be well versed 
in real estate matters, as well as being 
a patent lawyer of repute. He is tack- 
ling a job which is acknowdged to be 
a very difficult one. From tradition 
we have held tothe slogan a “man’s 
home is his castle”, but that has to be 
changed now. It remains a castle a- 
gainst the foe but offers “open house” 
to friends who need a roof over their 
heads. The shortage of space is part 
icularly acute in centres where war 
plants employ jarge numbers of people 
but it also applies to the capital where 
war departments of the governments 
have expanded. Ina few words the 
situation is explained in this way. Be- 
cause of increasing demands for build- 
ing materials and labor for war needs, 
no houses will be built except “in the 
most extreme cases’, The fullest use 
must be made of all available space in 
existing buildings.

To 
visualize this quantity of paper it is 
estimated that if piled sheet upon 
sheet it would form a column of paper 
sixteen thousand, five hundred feet 
in height, or more than half as high 
as Mount Everest, the world’s highest 
mountain.

WITH THER.C.A.F, OVERS 


—tThis is the third of a series written 
by Walter R. Legge, in colloboration 
with C. V. Charters, representatives of 
the Canadian Weekly Newspapers As- 
sociation on trip to Great Britain. 

After a week with various activit- 
ies of the Canadian Army in England, 
we started to see what the Royal Can- 
adian Air Force is doing. 

On Saturday, September 5, we were 
received by Air Marshal H. E. Ed- 
wards, Air Officer Commanding in 
Chief, RCAF (Overseas) at an infor- 
mal press conference at which he 
freely answered all the questions put 
to him by the Canadian editors. 

The Air Marshal made it clear that 
he fully favours Canadianization of 
the R. C. A. F. and that those who are 
in opposition to do this do not fully 
understand what is meant. Canadian 
ization of the R. C. A. F. overseas does 
not mean that it will cease to cooper- 
ate with the rest of the R. A. F., any 


more than some famous regiments, 
would operate independently of the | overseas. 


rest of the army. “The very root of 
high morale finds itself in identity” 
declared the Air Marshal. 

He expressed himself as well satis- 
fied with the standard and training of 
the men coming over from Canada, 


‘and summed it up in the words “Our 
Air Force is superb.” At another 
time, he said “This war will be won 
in the air. It is the only way it can be 
won, Not without the Army and the 
Navy, but definitely in the air.” 

After such an interview, we were 
more anxious than ever to study the 
work of the RCAF at first hand. The 
first squadron which we visited was 
the one commanded by Squadron Lea- 
der Keith Hodson, D.F.C., of London. 
Ontario. One of the interesting things 
to be seen at this station is a remark- 
ably fine scrap book containing photos 
and clippings of all matters which 
have taken place at this station. It is 
anexcllent idea and very well carried 
out. 

At this station we chatted with 
Flight Set. C. H. J. Fisher, of Wadena, 
Sask., who spoke of the pleasure he 
gets from his home town weekly 
which he has been receiving all 
through the two years he has been 
Another member of this 
station with whom we conversed was 


town, Ontario. A fine show of forma- 
tion flying and manoeuvres was wit- 
nessed by the editors during the after- 
noon. 
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On Monday, going to a more distant 
station, the visiting editors were lucky 
enough to be able to see the depart- 
ure and return of a bomber squadron 
which formed part of a raid on Duis- 
burg. The same evening we witnessed 
a German raid on a neighboring 
town. The whole evening was such a 
unique experience that it will be the 
subject of a separate article. 

Among those whom we met at the 
station were Flight Lieut. Cliff Guest, 
of Barrie and Ottawa, who immediate- 
ly asked after Mr and Mrs J. A. Mac- 
Laren, of the Barrie Examiner, and 
Pilot Officer Arthur Morlidge, whose 
father is a member of the staff of the 
Lloydminster Times. Theve are a num- 
ber of Montrealers attached to. this 
station. While there, a number of Hal- 
ifax and Wellington bombers were in- 
spected by the editors. 

The next day we moved on to ano- 
ther station where Lancaster bomb- 
ers are located, and were given an op- 
portunity to climb on board one of 
them. Some of the largest bombs be- 
ing used against Germany were seen, 
and the editors also saw a bomber be-

It is served to the boys by 
girls of the W. A. A. F. These messes 
have large bright rooms, equipped 
with libraries, radios, gramophones 
and games, and there is a very pleas- 
ant and cheerful atmosphere in all of 
them, One remark that we heard was 
that the meals on the stations are 
very much better than the meals ser- 
ved on most of the boats bringing the 
boys over. In fact, it was suggested 
that something should be done to im- 
prove the meals on the boats. 

Afternoon tea and late dinners, ac- 
cording to the English custom, seems 
to be the rule at all these stations.

War joa canvassers will be hard 
at work again on October 19%. The 
minimum objective for Canada’s third 
victory loan is 750 million dollars. 
The finance minister, whose diffieult 
task is to find the money to pay the 
country’s war bills, states that the 
loan must be well oversubscribed. 

Many plans are being laid to insure 
success of the loan. One of these is 
of particular interest to farmers. It 
is the “victory ticket method.” The 
victory ticket is simply an order 
authorizing the buyers of any farm 
product, which has a ready cash 
market, to withhold a part of the 
proceeds from produce delivered im- 
mediately or in the future to pay 
for a war bond or regular war savings 
certificate purchases. When remitted 
to provincial headquarters of; the 
National War Finance Committee, 
securities equivalent in valee te the 
proceeds received will be sent to the 
farmer. 

Elevator companies, pecking com- 
panies, produce lealers, livestock com- 
mission firms, ereamery operators, 
local merchants, eéc., wil all be made 
thoroughly familiar with the plan asd 
will be supplied with the necessary 
forms. 

Thousands of farmers have been 
doing a superb job in producing these 
food commodities urgently He, Be for 
war, These same farmers want to do 
more, They are anxious to support 
the victory loans. It has, however, 
been impossible for many to buy war 
bonds or savings certificates for the 
reason that, at the time of the 
campaign, they just have not had the 
ready cash, This new plan will be

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BEAVER CLUB 


The Beaver Club, situated in the 
heart of the Empire at Trafalgar 
Square, London, England, and the 
centre of recreational activities for 
Canadian Forces Overseas, has_ re- 
cently completed the record week of 
its existence with 50,707 members of 
His Majesty’s Forces passing through 
its doors in seven days. 

Financed and managed by the Can- 
adian Y. M. C. A. War Service, the 
records of the Beaver Cub show that 
since its opening, it has had a _ total 
attendance of 3,857,957 men, of whom 
60,541 have registered and carry mem- 
bership tickets in the Club. For all 
these men this popular Centre is pro- 
ving truly a home away from home. 

Dances are held each evening with 
about one hundred young ladies pres- 
ent to act as hostesses and dancing 
partners. An excellent orchestra con- 
sisting of piano, saxaphone and drums 
is provided and keeps the men enter- 
tained throughout the evening. These 
parties always close with the playing 
of the Maple Leaf and The King. 


At the present time a series of spec- 
ial nights honoring the Capitals of 
each of Canada’s nine provinces has 
been arranged, and on these special 
evenings a speaker is provided from 
the honoured city and special recog- 
nition is made of any of the Hostesses 
who may come from that city. 

One of the Club’s most interesting 
features is a large quilt which was re- 
cently hung on the wall of the down- 
stairs lounge. This quilt was sent 
from Edmonton, Alberta, and bears 
the embroidered signatures of some 
six hundred residents of Edmonton 
and vicinity. Airmen and _ soldiers 
from Alberta are greatly interested 
in searching the quilt for names of re- 
latives and friends. 

Newspapers from eighty cities and 
towns in Canada are kept constantly 
on hand in the Reading Room and, in 
spite of the fact that the hometown 
news is generally a month late when 
the papers arrive, the men are always 
keenly interested in reading what is 
going on back home. 

Many reunions of men from various 
parts of Canada are held at the Bea- 
ver Club and frequently men from the 
same town meet there for the first 
time since leaving home. A_ special 
program of interesting tours and 
good entertainment is provided for 
these reunions. 

A group of over 800 voluntary wor- 
kers make the Club’s program pos- 
sible, and the Canadian Troops are 
deeply appreciative of all that is be- 
ing done for them by this devoted 
band of workers. “No job too big and 
no job too small for our boys’ seems 
to be the slogan of these women..
